TTie  Conventiw  never^fook  its  eyes  6ff  of  the  subject 
of  ^angelism.  fhe  report  of  tee  Department  of  Evangelism 
of  tee  Home  B^d  Wednesday  night  was  most  encourag- 
ing- 

Peihaps  one  of  the  most  significant  actions  of  the 
Convention  was  the  adoption  of  the  proposal  to  set  the 
period  of  1959-64  as  Baptist  World  Jubilee  Advance  and  to 
cooperate  with  other  Baptist  bodies  in  a  gigantic  world 
crusade. 

Christian  education  was  a  timely  subject  throughout 
the  proceedings.  The  favorable  and  enthusiastic  vote  for 
a  sixth  seminary  to  add  to  the  five  we  already  have  was 
the  most  significant  action  in  that  direction  and  was  indi¬ 
cative  of  tee  body’s  feeling. 

In  other  reports  the  subject  or  Christian  education 
gained  substantial  emphasis  and  support. 

The  Convention  this  year  seemed  more  aware  than 
even  before  of  its  world  mission.  'The  presence  of  the 
Russian  delegation  of  five  added  an  international  flavor. 

Dr.  Roy  McClain,  speaking  on  the  Radio-Television 
report  hit  a  high  note  when  we  said  “That  which  we  do 
not  sliare,  we  cannot  keep.” 

A  keen  sense  of  urgency  of  the  task  prevailed  through¬ 
out  at  Kansas  City.  The  note  was  struck  hard  and  often.

.Again,  a  life  that  gets  out  of 
control  is  like  a  small  fire  that 
kindles  a  great  conflagration 
(3:5).  Even  man’s  tongue  can 
cause  his  Christian  experience 
to  be  invalid. 

Men  have  tamed  all  the 
bea.sts  of  the  earth  (3:7),  but 
have  not  tamed  their  own 
tongues.  Only  God  can  do  yiat. 
Again  referring  to  consistency 
in  life,  James  Is  disturbed  over 
the  fact  that  many  people  use 
the  same  tonVie  for  both  b1es.v 
ing  and  cursing.  He  makes  this 
evident  by  referring  to  the 
fosmtain  Biat  camtot  send  forth 
both  sweet  water  and  bitter  at 
the  same  time  (3:11).  A  re¬ 
deemed  heart  can  produce  only 


how  sometimes  even  trials  pro¬ 
duce  that  stability.  '  The  man 
who  does  not  have'  stability  is 
compared  to  the  shifting  waves 
of  the  sea.  “For  he  that  wave- 
retfi  is  like  a  wave' of  the  sea,^ 
driven  with  the  wind  and 
tossed”  (1 :6). 

.  The  Christian  must  not  only 
realize  that  it  takes  divine 
strength  to  fare  the  trials^  of 
life,  but  be  must  be  able  to  di>- 
rem  the  elements  that  are 
transient  and  uncertain.  James 
says  that  material  riches  are 
temporary,  jost  like  the  gra» 
that  springs  up  today  and  is 
scorched  by  the  sun  tomorrow. 
Not  only  a  man’s  posseasioM 
will  perish,  but  the  rich  .man 
himself  will  fade  away.  "Be¬ 
cause  as  the  flower  of  the  graoo 
he  shall  pass  away.  For  the  sun 
Is  no  sooner  risen  with  a'  bnfw- 
ing  heat,  hot  it  withereth  the 
grass,  and  the  tloweY  thereof 


good. 

A  true  Chrisli.-)n  life  will  bear 
true  Christian  fruit,  for  a  fig 
tree  cannot  bear  olives  nor  a 
vine,  figs  (3- 12).  To  make  H  all 
tljc  more  pertinent  to  rural  peo¬ 
ple,  James  speaks  of  the  good 
Christian  life  as  being  good 
fruit  (3  17). 

Not  only  must  the  believer 
live  a  life  of  consistency  and 
surrender  to  the  mastery  of  the 
Spirit  of  Go(l.  >Jle  must  also 
demonstrate  true  v  hristian  re¬ 
lationships  with  his  fellowmen. 
If  one  is  under  the  mastery  of 
Jesus,  he  will  demonstrate  jus¬ 
tice  and  fairness  in  all  personal 
relationships.
